The Corona, wdiich was considered 
one of the finest boats on the Alaska

! opening of the session of the 
house 
a bill to permit the building of 
a 
dam across the Mississippi river at 
Coon Rapids, at the northern limits 
of the city of Minneapolis, w^as 
passed. 
Immediately 
afterwards 
the clerk of the senate appeared and 
transmitted the Teller resolution, 
which passed the senate last night. 
The announcement 
was 
greeted 
with a terrific outburst of applause 
from the democratic side of the 
house. 
No motion was made at the 
time and the resolution remained on 
the table. 


The 
fortification 
appropriation 
bill was reported and then on mo- 
tion of Mr. Grout, 
republican, of 
Vermont, the house went into a 
committee of the whole and resum- 
ed the consideration of the 
District 
of Columbia appropriation bill. 


The senate committee on civil 
service and retrenchment today re- 
sumed its hearings. 
Will H. Lyons, 
of Bellevue, Ky., secretary to Sena- 
.tor Deboe, testified that he had 
been a ganger for twenty months. 
He resigned the oiiice. 
He said he 
had taken the examination provided 
by the civil service commission and 
had failed, because, he said, the ex- 
amination was thoroughly impi-ac- 
tical and of no ])roper application to 
the service of gaiu^er. 
John R. 
Proctor, president of the civil serv- 
ice commission, 
maintained 
that 
deputy collectors in the internal 
revenue department 
ought to be 
kept in the classified service. 
He 
said that cc^lectors had said to him 
that under the old system the}'- had 
forced upon them incompetent men 
as de])uties and Mr. Proctor argued, 
therefore, that the present status of 
deputy collectors in the classified 
service ou^it not to be disturbed by 
the enaqMp3nt of legislation modi- 
fying the present law. 


The remarkable growth of the 
exports of Mexican cattle to the 
United States forms the subject of a 
report to the state department from 
United States Consul Kinurick, at 
Ciudaduarez. 
He says that while 
it was supposed the large exports 
were attributable to a desire to fore- 
stall tlie increased duties carried bj^ 
the Dingley act, yet this has proven 
to be erroneous. 
The trade goes on 
increasing steadily until th(> cattle- 
men in many cases have exhausted 
their herds, and all have realized 
Iiandsomely. 
The island of Cuba 
draws about ri, 000 head i)er month 
and the consul says that the price 
of cattle for home consumption in 
Mexico will so<in rise to a pohit 
where they 
cannot be profitably 
handled. 
There are' not many cat- 
tle left in Mexico and the quality ex- 
ported to tho United States is of 
such a low grade, that they have no 
effect on prices in the southwest. 


Secretary Bliss has recommended 
to congress that an appropriation of 
$30,000 
bo made to continue irri- 
gation work on the Navajo Indian 
reservations in Arizona and New 
Mexico. 
Commissioner Herman, of 
the general land office, has reported 
adversel}^ on a bill introduced in 
congress granting certain tramway 
and other privileges over the Chil- 
coot Pass, Alaska, to a com])any or- 
ganized to conduct such operations 
there, 
He points out that a bill 
regulating generally such matters is 
now pending in congress, whose en- 
actment will open the way for cor- 
porations desiring such privileges to 
obtain them in the regular manner. 


Referring to the resolution au- 
thorizing the secretary of war to ex- 
ercise a discretionary power ijermit- 
ting any denomination or sect to 
erect buildings for religious Avorship 
on militciry reservations, 
Acting 
Secretary of War Meikeljohn has 
(communicated to the house military 
commitsee his endorsement 
with 
certain regulations. 
He says it is 
believed that additional restrictions 
should atta.ch to the bill so that no 
more than one such building should 
be authorized for every 300 popula- 
tion and that when applications for 
such privileges are numerous the 
secretary of war may require two or 
more denominations to use the same 
building. 


CREATES A STIR. 


House Uocs Not K u o w H o w io Treat Tel- 


ler's Resolution. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29,—^eat in- 
terest was manifested 
about the 
house of representatives today as to 
the diposition to be made of the 
Teller resolution, which passed the 
senate 
last 
night. 
Soon 
after 
Speaker Beed reached the capital 
he was called on by members of 
the rules committee with a view 
to determining what course should 
be 
adopted. 
Chairman 
Ding- 


ley, the floor leader, 
favored a 
reference to the ways and means 
committee and gave assurances that 
prompt 
action 
would be taken, 
doubtless by an a d v e i ^ 
report 
to 
the house. 
This view was shared 
by Mr. Dalzell and Mr. 
Henderson, 
of the rules committee. 
A strong 
feeling developed, 
however, 
for 
immediate 
action 
without 
the 
usual reference to a 
committee. 
Representative Johnson, of Indiana, 
a member of the currency 
com- 
mittee, called on the speaker and 
urged 
this 
line 
of 
action. 
He 
said that the house should act to- 
day, thus giving an immediate 
an- 
swer to the country to i'offset the ac- 
tion of the senate last night. 
Delay, 
even for a few days, he urged, 
would permit the silver majority in 
the senate to secure a prestige be- 
fore the country which they would 
not have if the hou-se^acted immedi- 
ately. 
Mr, Reed asked that the 
views of other member.-^ of the house 
on 
that proposition; be 
secured, 
and Mr. Johnson 
interviewed 
a 
number who favored prompt action. 
In 
the meantime 
the 
resolution 
came over from the senate and was 
laid aside temporarily until a defi- 
nite line of action could be agreed 
upon. 
The current of sentiment 
was for reference to tho ways and 
means committee, the understand- 
ing 
being 
that 
this 
committee 
might not wait until the 
usual 
weekly meeting next Wednesday, 
but would have a special meeting 
early in the week in order to make 
an adverse report. 
There 
was 
some talk that the resolution offer- 
ed gave the opportunity to engraft 
upon it an amendment' clearly de- 
fining the vievsrs of the majority in 
the house and some advocated that 
this course should be piirsued. This 
did not meet wuth favor, however, 
as it threatened a possible division 
in the majority, while it was 
said 
that the solid republican 
vote,

including the avowed silver repub- 
licans, woxild be given to an adverse 
report.

bell as agent -for Representative 
Otis, it is claimed, after he had 
voted as agreed. 
However, 
Otis 
w^as against Hanna to the end, and 
it now appears that the 
supposed 
yielding to the influence of money 
was for the sole purpose of bother- 
ing the big boss v\-hen tho tinie for 
investigation arrived.

Miss Bancroft has the a.s.sistance of 
the medical officers of the American In- 
stitution For the Feeble Minded and 
sends to them each year a paper on her 
work. Though her pupils will perhaps 
never need a calliujz, liavinii for the 
most part rich parents or guardians, yet 
they are tr-ined to bo self helpful. 
Their studies embrace all the ordinary 
school .subjects and mtinual training'.

is practiced as an art, a place where 
not only snow men, but a bewildering 
number of figures, are made of snow by 
real artists and are exhibited as objects 
well worth seeing. They are inspected, 
too, by a whole big city full of people 
who pay for the privilege. 


This place i.s Brnssel-s. The sculptors 
in snow are the students in the Brus.sels 
art gchoolp. 
Once every winter, when 
all the weather conditions are just right, 
the royal park, which is inclosed by a 
high wall, is clo.sed to the public aiid 
even to the royal family. Then the stu- 
dents prepare for the exhibition. 
Each 
student selects a .site- and begins to 
gather his snow just as the American 
boy does, by rolling a ball across the 
gras.s. 


Then for three days this open air 
atelier is a busy place. 
Hundreds of 
students, attended only by their in- 
structors, are hard at work,/ some on 
single figures, some on ambitious groups. 
When the images are completed, they 
are sprinkieu with v.dter, and if there 
should happen to be a cold snap they 
are preserved for weeks. 
When all is 
ready, t)ie judges inspect the works and 
make their awards. 
Then the gates are 
opened, and the general public for an 
admittance fee of about 5 cents a head 
is let in. At night the park is brilliantl'^ 
illuminated by electric lights and strings 
of .Tapanese lanterns and afternoon and 
evening a band 
plays national airs. 
Everybody goes. It is the thing. Th.^ 
people seem to enjoy it hugely, too, sua 
walk up and down tho lanes, laughing 
heartily at the comical groups and ad- 
miring the skill with which some young 
artist has reproduced a difficult subject 
in yielding snov. 


At tho last exhibition a group labeled 
"Three .Tolly Boys" made a big hit 
The figures were supported in their un- 
stable positions by a rough mound of 
snow in the background down which 
they appeared to be staggering. 


The park benches were utilized by 
many sculptors. On one rested tv.'O ])olar 
bears which were so lifelike as to be al- 
most startliug when you came upon 
them unexpectedly. 
On another bench 
was a raggeii tramp asleep with a park 
guard standing over him in a threaten- 
ing attitiide. 
On still another wa.s a 
peasant woman with a dog at her feet.

The emancipation of woman wa.«? be- 
gun just 50 years ago, and an appropri- 
ate celebration of the birth of this move- 
ment is being arranged by the National 
American Woman's Suffrage associa- 
tion. It is to be held in Washington 
from Feb. 14 to 19 inclusive and will 
bring together one of the most repre- 
sentative bodies of women ever collected 
in the national capital. It will be the 
first semicentennial convention of wom- 
en held anywhere in the world and will 
be a golden milestone on tije highway 
of woman's advance toward the ballot 
box and equal rights. 


A general call has been i.ssued, signed 
by such leaders as Elizabeth Cady Stan- 
ton, Susan B. Anthony, the Rev. Anna 
Shaw, 
Harriet Taylor Upton, 
Alice 
Stone Blackwell, Carrie Chapman Catt, 
Laura Clay and Catherine Waugh JM(v 
Culloch, inviting . all citizens of the 
United States and tbe world in general 
to participate. 


Of the famous women who helped to 
launch that movement half a centuj-y 
ago only two survive. On.o of these is 
Mrs. Stanton and the other is Antoi- 
nette Brov;n Blackwell. Both expect to 
be present at the jubilee convention and 
will probably teJl somethmg about the 
conditions ai-d the .series of humiliating 
events which 
aroused 
broad minded 
women all over the country and led to 
their organizing for emancipation. 


It is hard for us to realize in this 
day of woman's clubs, women doctor.«, 
women lawyers, women this and women 
that, that 50 years ago but seven occu- 
])aiions were open to women, j'ct when 
tho world's antislavery congress was 
held in London and American women 
presented themselves as delegates they 
were refused admi.-sion. Mrs. Stanton, 
who was then on her wedding trrp, was 
among those who were barred out. Ftjr 
;M hour.s tho English nvinisters who 
comijosed tho congress bitterly debated 
the (juesticn, but after much opposi-

Mr. L. N. Bonljam de.scribes in Tho 
Breeder's Gazette tbe card as follows: 
The secretary has jirepared forms of 
pedigree on the back of v/hich appear 
blank outlines of tJie right and left sides 
of a pig. 
Tliese blank outlines are also 
on the stub of the iiedi.gree kept by the 
breeder. 
He gives instructions for the 
breeder to "take this blanic and while 
looking at tbe pig ht foro shipping him 
or sending his ¡ledigreo for ret'ord mark 
on these outlines with pencil all the 
poiiJts and spots as they ajipear on right 
side and then on the left.

I.ive Stock Points. 


A breeder made the experiment of 
feeding some milk cows and some fat- 
tening steers the same ration as to ma- 
t«!rials. 
It consisted of bran, corimieal 
and oilmeal. 
He wished to find out 
which it cost the most to produce— 
pouml of butter or a pound of beef. 
He 
noted each pound of gain made by the 
steers, likewise each pound of butter the 
cows produced. Tho result was that the 
cost was for the beef, 3.4 cents; for the 
butter, ;{ cents. 
Thus it cost a trifle 
more with the above feed to produce a 
pound of beef than a pound of butter, 
which is worth at least four times aa 
much. .Still, if everybody went to mak- 
ing butter instead of beef the price of 
the butter would soon ho lower than 
that of beef.

We know another thing. 
All ntotion 
is at the expense of energy, and energy 
comes only from food eaten. If now we 
keep the lambs very quiet, they will 
use less food in th;s way, and more can 
go to making growth. 
Nothing can bo 
more wasteful and foolish than to at- 
tempt to feed a lot of lambs running 
loose over the fields or yards. 
Not only 
do they waste much food in the needless 
exercise, but they are running over and 
crowding each other from morning till 
night. 
To do their best tbey shonld be 
sorted according to size and no more 
than 25 put together in pens, in warm 
quarters, not less than eight feet in 
height in the clear, and when so kept 
may be safely loosed in a pen that shall 
give each lamb ten square feet of floor 
space. In order that the lambs may have 
ample feeding room the pens may be 
made onlj' 
10 feet wide 
aud 
long 
enough so aa to give each lamb one foot 
of feeding rack and trough. 


Tlie common notion that lambs do 
mtt require much water is very falla- 
cious. 
No animal need.s more or will 
drink oftener when it has a chance, and 
no aninial is half no particular as to thu 
cleanliness of the water or trough from 
whicli It drinks. 
The drinking trough.« 
should be up just high enough so they 
can drink ea.sily and .should be kept 
clean enougli so the shepherd would bo 
willing to drink from it. 


As has been said, we want a large 
amount of lean meat put upon lambs. 
Wo know also th;ir, the foods having an 
excess of the nitrogenous elements tend 
to the production of lean meat. 
We 
should also know that sheep, lambs es- 
pecially, are very fond of a variety in 
their food. 
We should therefore feed 
largely on nitrogenous foods, such as 
bran, oats, oilmeal and gluten meal for 
grain, and no forage is so good for 
lam lis as good, early cut, well cufed, 
bright clover hay, and if we have plen- 
ty of this we may safely add quite a 
proportion of corn to the grain Rition. 
In feeding grain it is well to commence 
with a very .small amount and if possi- 
ble begin to feed a little while still ou 
pasture, and the amount may be gradu- 
ally increased so long as tho grain will 1 
.show that they are making a good use 
of M'hat they eat. 


As wo want tlie meat juicy as well at 
lean and as the lambs must be kept 
healthy some sort of succulent food 
should be provided. 
Nothing is better j 
than good silage, which can bo safely 
fed in as largo quantities as they will 
eat. 
Boots and turnips, rutabagas aud 
mangolds are all good for .succulence, 
and if the lambs are kept warm there 
is no danger of feeding them too much 
succulent food—in fact, I have found 
tbat they will do better when fed both 
silage and roots than when fed on either 
alone. 


Regularity in feeding is of the utmost 
importance—in fact, it will not do at 
all to feed haphazard. They are so sen- 
sitive in this respect that they should 
be fed each day in the same order as re- 
gards pens. Their stomach is as good as 
a clock, and unless fed at just such an 
hour and in the .same order each day 
they will fret and worry off all the 
gain you could expect. 


One thing more—I would advise the 
shearing of the lambs when first put in- 
to the folds and for these reasons: 
It 
takes all the ticks off with the wool, 
and no lamb can make a sati.sfaetory 
gain witii no more tlian a half score of 
lively ticks; they occupy less space aft- 
er shorn and can get about more freely, 
and then you can keep their folds much 
warmer. 


I hope farmers who are finding their 
crops growing less will be induced to go 
into the winter feeding of lambs. I am 
sure those wlio do so .sy.stematically and 
stick to it will at the end of five years 
find a goodJy sum to the credit of tho 
lambs, but what is far better they will 
find that thu rich manure made, if ju- 
diciously used, will make a good show- 
ing in increasing their crops.—J. B.

Petersburg in making a report to his gov- 
ernment as "a dreamer, a fifteenth dtn- 
tury swa.shlnKiklor, a religious fanatic." 
'rhiswa.s ill rejilyto a query irom the Hrit- 
i.>ih furci^n 
otlicc. 
It had lji;en riinior -l 
that some kvndof a Kussiaii expedition 
had started for Abyssiniii headed by Leoii- 
tieflf. and the British wanted to know all 
about it. 


"Oh. he's ijcrfoetly absurd: this l.coii- 
tieff," was the tenor of the answer .sent 
back by the observant enibassiidor. 
"fie 
has started out with some priests and lou 
Bibles. 
He thinks bccauae the Abys- 
sinians have a religion something like t h-it 
of the Russians that Menclek and his peo 
pie will go into tho Russian church in a 
body.'' 


And in this light the expedition wn.- 
generally regarded. 
Even tho runners 
who came in from the frontier brought 
word to King Menclek that a inossenger 
of the czar, bringing luauy books and a< - 
eompanied by holy men, was on his way 
to tho mciuntain capital. 


"Humph! Books!" exclaimed Menele'-. 
"Well, let him come. 
It will amuso tht! 
queen to look on a foreiV'» priest." 


But when tlic cases which weresuppo.«ed 
to contain Bibles were opened the siir- 
l)risod and delighted eyes of tho warrior 
king rested not on sober vohimes, but on 
gli.stcning layers of martini rifles, flanked 
by row on row oX cartridge,s. 
A.s a per- 
sonal iirosentto the king Ijcontieflf brought 
a jiair of gold mounted pistols.

With an exaggerated bow and with a flat- 
tering si)eech he presented to the queen a 
fan of niarvolou.s beauty.

the purpose ofncgotiating a i rit nd.'y treaty, 
Ijeontiefif was not in evidenre at ihc < ourt. 
Ho had had a talk with the king about the 
manner in which the Knglishiiien shonld 
be received, however, an<l the i rogramn-.c 
was folJowcd to tho letter. Meurlek men- 
tioned Leontieff as a stray Russian who 
had come with Bibles alid gone again. He 
flattered the English and pretended to b' 
anxious to be on frienilly terms with the 
British government. 
But after Hodd had 
departed Leontieff came out of hiding: and 
ehuekled with the king over the clever 
manner in which tho latter had fooled the 
English. 


As a matter of faet, Menelek has little 
idea of continuing his friendly relations 
with the English. His country is a sort of 
bulTer state between the British possessions 
on the south and British occupied Egypt 
on the north. 
He intends to resent the 
e!KToat;hnientsof England from both sides, 
and for this purp<ise he has placed Count 
Eeontieli in eommand of the pr(¡viiices of 
Ethiopia. Evidently the new governor bo- 
lie\es l»;at ÍM a time (jf jieare it i> well to 
prepare for war as he was reeentl.v in Bir- 
n;in^}i;iiM, En.i;l;m<l. for tlu' j)iiriosr of 
i)iireh;ising a lai^'e snppiy of the iici-tdiar 
kind oí "JUbli - ' vvhich the Rriii-'i «un 
niaiiulactiirers turn out iu such hirg«.

The honey bee is a most ing^enious 
archilcct, a Christo}^taer Wren among' 
insects; geometer drawing hexagons 
and pentagons, a freebooter robbing 
iields of pollen and aroma^ wondrous 
creature of .;,Q.od " whôsé 
biography, 
wi-itten by"HÙ;bjpiV 
is an e'nchaWirneiit tër and .lover of 
nature. 
Virgil celebrated the' beë in 
his fabeio.f-iVri^^us: aad i^oséÉt and 
•Samuel, and 
an^ Solomon, and 


Jeremiah, and .Ei^ekiel, and St. John 
usedtlie delicacies of bee manufacture 
as a Bible symbol. A miracle of for- 
mation is the bee; tive 
eyes, two 
tongues, the outer having a sheath of 
protection, hairs on all sides of its tiny 
body to brush up the particles of flow- 
ers, its flight so straight that all the 
VTorld knows of llie bee line. The 
honeycomb is a palace sudi as no one 
but God could plan, and the honey bee 
construct; its colls, sometimes a store • 
house, and sometimes a cemetery. 
These winged toilers first make eight 
strips of wax, iind by their antennae, 
which are to them hammer, and chisel, 
and square, and plumb-line, 
fashion 
them for use. Two and two these 
workers shape the wall. If an acci- 
dent happens, they put up buttresses 
of extra beams to remedy the damage. 
When about the year 1776, an insect 
before unknown, in the night time at- 
tacked the bee hives all over Europe, 
and the men wlio owned them were in 
vain trying to plan something to keep 
out the invader that was the terror of 
the bee hives of the continent, it was 
found that everywhere the bees had 
arranged for their own protection, and 
built before their honey-combs an es- 
pecial wall of wax with 
portholes 
through which the bees might go to 
and fro, but no"., large euougli to admit

called the 
Sphiux Atropo«. 


Do you know that the swarmiu^ of 
the 
bees is dLviuely directed'.' The 
mother bee stai'ts for a new home, and 
because of this the other bees of the 
hive get into au excitement 
whicti 
raises the heat of the hive some four 
degrees, and they must die unless they 
leave their heated apartments and fol- 
low the mother boc and ali^^lit ou tiie 
Inauch oi a lict. uuil cliu^ tu each 
t)ther and hold on until ii (.••jminiLtee of 
l.wo OI- tluee 
bees have explored the 
regiou aud fuuixl t'fio hollow of a tree 
or rock not far oft" from a stream of 
water, and they here set up a new col- 
ony, and ply tlieir aioiuatic industries, 
aud give themselve.'s lu the mauufac- 
liire of the sacchariue edible. Hut 
who can tell the cheiiaislry of that 
¡ni.vture of &weetue.s.s, part of it the 
verv life of the bee, and part of it the 
life'of tliu tields'.'

It was a turning point with me 
when iu a book store in Syracuse one 
day I picked up a book called "The 
Beauties of Ruskin." It was only a book 
of extracts, but it was all pure honey,

tim'e e.vpenfeive beyond an e ^ y cap-

his "Stones of Venice" it i« imposslbfi 
f o r m e toldeacribe, except by saying 
that it gave me a rapture for good 
books and an everlasting disgust for 
decrepit or immoral books that will 
last me while my life lasts. 
All around 
the church and the world to-day there 
are busy hives of intelligence occupied 
by authors and authoresses from %vhose 
pens drip a distillation which is the 
very nectar of Heaven, and why will 
you thrust vour rod of inquisitiveness 
into the deathful saccharine of per- 
dition i* 


Stimulating liquids also come into 
the category of temptation delicious 
but deathful. 
You say: "1 can not 
bear the taste of intoxicating liquor, 
and how any man can like it is to me 
an amazement." 
Well, then, it is no 
credit to you that you do not take it. 
Do not brag about your total 
absti- 
nence, because it is not from any prin- 
ciple that you reject alcoholism, but 
for tlie reason that you reject certain 
styles of food—you simply don't like 
the taste of them. 
Uut multitudes of 
people have a natural fondness for all 
kinds of intoxicants. 
They like it so 
much that it makes iliera smack 
their 
lips to look at it. Tlie3' are d3'speplic 
aud tliey like to aid digestion; or they 
are annoyed by insomnia, and they 
take it to produce sleep; or the^' are 
troubled, aud they t'ake it to make 
them oblivious; or they feci happy, and 
they must celebrate their 
hilarity. 
They begiu with mint julep 
sucked 
through 
two straws, on tlie 
Long 
JJrancli piazza and end in the ditch, 
taking from a jug a liquid half kero- 
sene and half whi.sky. 
They not only 
like it, but it is an ull-consumiug pas- 
sion of body, mind and soul, aud after 
awhile have it they will, though one 
wineglass of it should cost the tem- 
poral and eternal deslruciiou of them- 
selves, and all their iamiiies, and the 
whole human 
race. 
They would say: 
"1 am sorry it is going to cost ine, and 
my family, aud all the wold's popula- 
tion so very much, but here it goes to 
my lips, and now let it roll over my 
parched tongue and down my heated 
throat, the sweetest, the most inspir- 
ing, the most delicious draught that 
ever thrilled a human frame. 
Tocure 
the habit before it came to its last 
stages, various plans were 
tried iu 
olden times. This plan was recommend- 
ed in the books; when a man wauted 
to reform he put shot,or bullets into 
the cup or glass of strong drink—oue 
additional shot or bullet each day, that 
displaced so much liquor, 
liulletafter 
bullet added day b\' day, of course the 
liquor became less and less until the 
bullets would entirely fill up the glass, 
and there was no room for the liquid, 
aud by that time it was said the in- 
ebriate would be cured. 
Wliether any- 
one ever was cured in that way I know 
not. but by long experiment it is found 
that the only way is to stop short off, 
and when a man does that he needs 
God to help him. 
Aud there have been 
more cases than you can count vvheu 
(Jod has so helped the man that he left 
off the drink 
forever; ami 1 could 
count a score of them, some of them 
pillars in the house of (¡od. 


One would suppose that men would 
take ^varuing from some of the omi- 
nous names given to the intoxicants, 
and stand oft" from the devastating in- 
fluence. 
You 
have noticed, for in- 
stance, that some of the restaurants 
are called "The Shades,"' typical of the 
fact that it puts a man's reputation in 
the shade, and his morals in the .shaile, 
and his prosperity in the .shade, and 
his wife and children iu the shade, and 
his immortal destiny in the shaile. 
Now, 1 find on some of the liquor 
signs in all our cities the words 
"Old Crow," mightily suggestive of the 
carcass aud the filthy raven 
that 
swoopsupon it. 
"OldCrov. !" Men and 
women without numbers slain of rura, 
but unburied. aud thus evil is pecking 
at their glazed eyes, and pecking al 
their bloatetl cheeic, and peeking at 
their destroyed manhood and woman- 
hood, 
thrusting beak and claw iuto 
the mortal remains of what was once 
gloriously alive, b u t now morally- 
dead. "Old Crow!" Uut alas! how 
many take no warning! They make 
me think of Caesar on his way to as- 
sassination, fearing nothing; though 
liis statue iu the hall crashed into 
fragments at his feet, and a .scroll con- 
laiuing the names of the conspirators 
was <rlarustinto his hands, yet walkiu 
right on to meet the dagger that^vas 
to take his life. 
This iufatuation of 
strong drink is so mighty in many a 
man 
that, though his fortanes are 
crashing, and liis health is crashing, 
and his domestic interests are crash- 
ing, and Ave hand him a long 
scroll 
containing the names of perils 
that 
await him. he goes straight on to phys- 
ical, and mental, and moral assassina- 
tion. Ju proportion as anj"^ style of 
alcoholism is pleasant to your taste 
and stimulating to your nerves, aud 
for a time delightful to all your phy,s- 
ical aud mental constitution, is the 
peril awful, 
liemember Jonathan aud 
the forbidden honey 


iu the woods at 


Uethaven. 


Furthermore, the gamester's indul- 
gence must be put in the list of temp- 
tations delicious but destructive. You 
who have 
.crossed the ocean 
uiauy 
limes have noticed that always one of 
the best rooms 
Jias, from 
morning 
until late at night, been given up to 
gambling practices. 1 iieard of men 
who went on board with enough for a 
European excursion who lauded with- 
out money to get their baggage up to 
the liotel or railroad station. To many 
there is a complete fascination in 
gaihcs of 
hazard 
or the risking 
of money on possibilities. It seems a^ 
natural foi- them to bet as to eat. In- 
deed, tlie hunger for food isoften over- 
powered by the hunger for wagers. 
Jt is absurd for those of us who have 
never felt the fascination of the wager 
to speak slightingly of the temptation. 
It has slain a multitude of intellectual 
• and 
moral giants, men and women 
stronger than you or 1. Down uuder 
its power went glorious Olive Crold- 
smith, and Gibbon, the famous his- 
torian, and Charles Fox, the re- 
nowed' statesman, and in olden times, 
senators of the United States, who 
used t6 be as regularly a t the gambling 
hou.^;-all uigliitas they were iu the 
legislation by day. Oh, the 
trkg^ciies of the faro table! I know 
persons who bcgau with a slight stake 
in a ladies' parlor, and ended with the 
Hniiiide's pistol,at Monte Carlo.

liambliug is gambling, 
whether iu stocks or breadstuiïs, or 
dice, or race-liorhc belting. 
Exhiliara- 
tion al the start, but a raving brain, 
aud a shatlereil uervoua system, and a 
ssacrificed property, and a destroyed 
soul at the last. 
Young men, buy no 
lottery tickets, purchase uo prize pack- 
ages, bet on uo baseball games or yacht 
racing, have uo faitii 


in luck, anssver 
no mysterious circulars proposing great 
income for small 
investment, 
drive 
away the buzzards that hover around 
our hotels trying to entrap strangers. 
Go out and make an honest living. 
Have God on your side and be a candi- 
date for Heaven. 
Remember all the 
paths of sin are banked with 
flowers 
at the start, and there are plenty of 
helpful hands to fetch the gay charger 
to 3'our door and hold the stirrup while 
you mount. 
But further on the horse 
plunges to the bit in a slougli inextri- 
cable. 


The best honey is not like that which 
Jonathan took 


on the end of the rod 
aud brought to his lips, but that which 
God puts ou the banqueting table of 
mercy, at which we are all invited to 
sit. 1 was reading of a boy among the 
mountains of Switzerland ascending a 
dangerous place with his father and 
the guide.

knee-deep amid the full blooms of

paradise of God'.' 
When 
a man may sit at tlie .King's 
banquet, 
why will he go down the steps a n d 
contend for tho refuse and boues of a 
hound's kennel'.' "Sweeter than houey 
and 
honeycomb,'' says David, is the 
truth of God. 
"With honey out of the 
rock would 1 have satisfied thee," says 
God to the recreant. 
Here is honey 
gatliered from the blossoms of trees of 
life, aud with a rod made out of the 
wood of the cross 1 dip it up for all 
your souls. 


The poet Hesiod tells of an ambrosia 
and a nectar, the drinking of which 
wouUl make men live forever, and oue 
i>ip of the houey from the Eternal Rock 
will give you eternal life with God. 
Come oft' the malarial levels of a sinful 
life. 
Come aud live on the uplands of 
grace, where the vineyards sun them- 
^elves. "Oh, taste and see that tlie F^ord 
is gracious!"' Be happy now and happy 
forever, 
i'or those who take a dift'er- 
eut course the honey will turn to gall. 
For many things 1 liave admired Percy 
Shelley, the great English poet, but I 
deplore the fact that it seemed a great 
sweetness to him to dishonor God. The 
poem "tiueen Mab" has iu it the ma- 
ligning of the Diety. 
Shelley was im- 
l)ious enough to ask for Rowland Hill's 
Surrey Chapel that he might denounce 
tlie Christian religion. 
He was in great 
glee against God aud the truth. But 
liis visited Italy, aud oue day on the 
Mediterraueau wHh two friends in a 
boat which was 'Ài feet long he was 
coming toward shore when- an liour's 
squall struck the water. 
A geutlemau 
standing on the shore through a gla.ss 
saw many boats tossed iu this squall, 
but all outrode the storm 
e.vcept 
oue, 
ill 
which 
Shelly 
aud his 
two 
friends 
were 
.sailing. 
They 
never camc ashore, but the bodies 
of 
two of the occupants 
were 
washed up on the beach, one of them 
the poet, A funeral pyre was built on 
the seashore by some classic friends, 
and the two bodies were consumed/j^ 
Poor Shelley! He would have nu Goa 
while he lived, aud I fear had no God 
when he died.

During the years of adolescence, 
while the brain is only partially dévél- 
oped, the ner^•ous organization is not in 
the stable condition which marks the 
full vigor of normal adult 
manhood. 
This being so, the desire for alcoholic 
drinks is much more easily acquired be- 
tween the age.s of 17 and 25 than in later 
life. If inebriety has, up to now, been 
comparatively tincommon in youths, it 
^hqs bfeën bfe<?kuse thiè çùifetOms of society 
hâve niade indulg'é^tibe' comparatively 
difficult^ dr.hese customs aîrç 
disappieaiciiig, if they have not already 
'disappeaffed> amd drunkenness among 
young men, as I have 
already men- 
tjotied, seeins to be increasing. 


I think that the word "thirst" must 
be understood to include all desires for 
drink, 
whether 
physiological — and, 
therefore, normal—or pathological. In 
the former case, the organism requires 
water, and the des.ire ceases when it has 
been consumed. I am not saying, cf 
eour.se. that unless a person is thirsty 
he should not drink water; but I wish 
to insist upon it that if, in addition to 
the four or five tumblers of pure water 
which all of us ought to drink every 
day, our drinking were confined lo those 
times when we feel thirsty, alcoholism 
would not be a common disorder. 


The limitation of drinking to physio- 
logical 
requirements 
neces.sitates in 
many ca.ses the exercise of a greater de- 
gree of self-control than is possessed by 
the ordinary young man who has been 
brought up in such a -way that most or 
all of his wants have been gratified. He 
visits the club and somebody invites him 
to take a drink. A s a matter of polite- 
ness he does so. This sort of thing con- 
tinues until a condition arises in which 
abstinence means discomfort. Now it 
is quite well recognized that the con- 
tinued repetition of anj^ process which 
gives 
pleasure, 
although 
originally 
purely 
voluntary, 
become.«! le.ss and 
le.ss so, until eventiKilly the opera- 
tion is performed independently of 
the 
wili. 
What 
actually 
happens 
is that thé nervous mechanism has 
l>een 
educated by degrees to one 
line of conduct, and thatline of conduct 
—in this instance drinking—becomes 
normal. 
Abstinence would demand a 
readjustment of the mechanism of in- 
hibition and Avonld l>e attended certain- 
ly with discomfort, pcrh:ips with dis- 
tress. The normal v. il! ))ower has left 
the man; he has ceased to be a free 
agent; and the craving for alcohol is 
not voluntary, but automatic. 


The typical case of any disease can- 
not be found 


outside the text book.s. 
'I'he cause of alcoholism must, there- 
fore, be scientifically investigate(i, as 
far as possible, in each 
individual 
c.isc. 


The instances of inebriety, nneon- 
iiected with club habits, are. of course, 
very numerous. 
The following facts, 
however, are worthy of notice. 
I'rior 
to the age. of 17 serious 
intellectual 
,strain is liable to be injurious to boys. 
The development of the reproductive 
functions quite frequently unbalances 
the nervous .system, and, .strange as it 
maj- seem, excessive mental capacity 
in some one dii-eetion- often makes its 
appearance. 
.Self-control is wanting 
and irregTilar habits are formed. The 
stomach becomes irritable aud indiges- 
tion becomes almost chronic. This con- 
dition is well known, not only to phy- 
sicians, but to every man who looks 
around him. What happens next? As 
alcohol seems to give relief, alcohol is 
taken, and the young gentleman argues 
that it cures his dyspepsia and "keeps 
him strong." 


T have now traced the history of a 
common form of inebriety amongyonni; 
men just commencing life. Mark the 
position at the twenty-third. lwent\- 
fourth, 
or 
twenty-fifth 
birthday 
Some 
alcoholic 
stimulant 
is con- 
sumed every day. "How do you do?" is 
to this man very closely allied to "come 
and take a drink."' If one talks with him 
upon the subject of inebriety he gen- 
erally argues that although drinking is 
a bad habit total abstinence makes him 
•'nervous." 
The inebriate himself be- 
lieves that he is capable of lefraining 
from the use of alcohol whenever he 
chooses, and the public spares his belief, 
^^hich is to some extent due to the fact 
that alcoholic disease exists iu the 
stomach a long time before any very 
•acu^e syraptoms arise. 
Nevertheless, 
the young inebriate, who usually called 
himself "a moderate drinker,'! seldom 
denies that there are oecas-iohs upon 
which he gets what he calls "full,'' a 
term which is destitute of scientific ac- 
curacy. 


The character of the treatment de- 
manded by the alcoholic condition of 
necessity dejjends upon the general 
health of the patient, but there are. of 
course, some princip^cs which are ap- 
plicable to almost every case. .\s the 
drinker usually has a poor appetite, e^;- 
pecially in the morning, he must be in- 
duced to take food, otherwise the lower- 
itig of his vitality by fasting will retard 
his recovery. 
Moreover, there is nc 
doubt that the consumption of simple 
food at short intervals will 
dimini.sh 
the craving for alcoholic stimulants. 
Suflferers from alcoholism 
require a 
great .Tmount cf sleep, and if this can- 
i.nt l>e obf.^ined 
i^'iinr.-il p)-(^cesses. 
hypnotics must be resorted to. 


Narcomania in any form being due 
to a disordered nervous .system, its cure 
must lie looked for in the restoration of 
the nervous system to a normal condi- 
tion. This can only be accomplished by 
the combination of hygienic surround- 
ings, moral suasion, attention to diet, 
and the judicious use of such drugs as 
are indicated in each individual case.— 
George H. McMichael, M. D.. in .Journal 
or Incbrietv.

In all the 
years I have been in Micronesia I have 
never seen an intoxicated native, while 
I have seen many a white man in that 
condition.

his youth. 
Leighton Avas then a. bril-

Iu that })ackground he was 
anxious to introdu{;e an olive-tree. He

.voung Englishman,

with a Avonderful .sketch of the olive- 
tree. upou w hich he had spent days of 
Mnbroken observation and work. From 
this little incident the American stu- 
«lent learned a lesson %vhich he never 
forgot, ar.d which went far to secure 
tiie success \\ hich came to him iu later 
life. The story iihistrat'. 
the great 
<|Ualit,v. which lies behind all rea.1 suc- 
cess. alike for the man of genius and 
: iic man of jaient. 
Thpj-e is a cheap 
philosophx abroad in the woi'ld. to be 
toiind especially on the lips of unsuc- 
cessful men. which declares that suc- 
cess is a matter nf accident, of good 
fortune, of luck; but succe.-s is as clear- 
ly the harvesting of a seed-sowing as 
is !he gathering of the grain. No man 
takes out of life moi-e than he puts into 
it: and r.o man makes any real achieve- 
ment who does not secure it by force. 
a!iilif\' and genuine work. .\n\' other 
explanation of success is fallacious and 
misleading. It may console the vanity 
of thos.^ w ho iiave failed, but, it will not 
explain the achievement of those who 
have jvon.—N. Y. Outlook.

The fame of 
Oreg(Hi'8 gamest of birds baa ipread all 
oyer the United States, and Imowing a 
good thing when they see ^ the eastern 
sportsmen are particnlarly anxious to 
secure a number of the choice birds for 
I n k i n g . 


It is not likely that any great numb6t 
of the Mongolian pheasants will be sent 
oat of Oregon. 
The shipment of t b m 
birds beyond the boundaries of the statf 
19'prohibit!«! by law,'except under per- 
mit. 
T h ^ have b^n l u g e numberf 
thns ship^d, and there btis also, been,.a 
goodly number of the birids snccei^ifal- 
ly smuggle out. 


The state of Ohio now maintains a 
pheasantry at Van Wert and is furnish- 
ing eggs and birds to private parties. 
The pheasants were introduced 
int< 
Ohio from Oregon, but there is no rec 
ord of any permits being issued for the 
transportation of such birds to thai 
state, and it is supposed the first lot 
was smuggled through. 


The fish commissioners of California 
are attempting to introduce the Mongo 
lian plieasant into that state, aud sonii 
weeks ago placed an order iu the handi 
of a man living in Eugene for 400 pairs. 
Mr. McCJnire will take good care thai 
no such number of birds is sent to Cali- 
fornia or any other state, as it would bf 
in clear violation of law to do so. In 
order to secure a permit for shipment ol 
pheasants out of the state the person 
doing so must make an afiidavit that hi 
is the owner and in possession of th( 
pheasants he wants to ship. 
He musf 
also swear that the birds are fully do- 
mesticated aud kept for propagation and 
exhibition purposes. 


The persons Avho have gone iuto tht 
business of shipping pheasants for tht 
money there is in it have in some in 
stances an easy conscience and have n( 
qualms in making the affidavit aftei 
catohing the birds and keeping thom ir 
confinement for two or three days, li 
order to circumvent this class of pcoph 
Protector McGuire has revised rhe affi 
davit to be made so that it will reac 
"that said Mongolian pheasants wen 
bred and raised in confinement," anc 
the name of the breeder will also havt 
to be given.

HOMEMADE WINDMILLS. 


Kew Forms Tested and Reported Upon by 
a Maryland Farmer. 


"Before investing in a steel mill, tow- 
ers and tank for farm uses I bad studied 
at length a number of contrivances for 
harnessing the winds. 
The weak point" 
of the Go Devil and kiudred devices is 
found in its inability to meet winds 
from varying points. 
In most localities 
much 
time is lost by calm 
weather 
through having to wait for favorable 
winds. I concluded to adopt the follow-

Their Educational Value as Explained by 
a W e l l K n o w n Southern Authority. 
Professor Masscy of tho North Caro- 
lina state experiment station writes on 
" H o w Institutes Have Educated Farm- 
ers" in The Farmers' Institute Bulletin.

The hooey bee is a nioit ingenious 


architect, a Christopher Wreu auioug 
insects; geometer drawing hexagons 
ami pentagons, a freebooter robbing 
fields of pollen and aroma, wondrous 
creature of liod 
whose biography, 


written by Huber aud Svvammerdaui, 
is an enchantment for aud lover of 
nature. Virgil celebrated the bee iu 
his fabel of Arislaeus, aud Moses, and 
Samuel, and David, and Solomon, und 
Jeremiah, and Ezekiel, and St. John 
used the delicacies of bee manufacture 
as a Bible symbol, 
A miracle of for- 


mation is the bee; five eyes, two 
tongues, the outer having a sheatli of 
protection, hairs on all sides of its liny 
body to brush up the panicles of flow- 
ers, its flight so straight that all the 
world knows of the bee line. The 
peusdrip & distillation which is the 


honeycomb is a palace such us no oue 
but Uod could plan, and the honey bee 
construct; its cells, sometimes a store- 
house, and sometimes a cemetery. 
These winged tollers first make eight 
strips of wax, and by their antennae, 
which are to them hammer, and chisel, 
and square, and plumb-line, fashion 
them for use. Two aud two these 
worker* shape the wall. If au acci- 
dent happens, they put up buttresses 
of extra beams to remedy the damage. 
When about the year 177K. au insect 
before unknown, iu the night time at- 
tacked the bee hives all over Europe, 
and the men who owned them were iu 
vain trying to plan soiuetbiug to keep 
out the Invader that was the terror of 
the bee hives of the continent, it was 
found that everywhere tho bees hud 
arranged for their own protection, aud 
buili before their honeycombs an es- 
pecial wall of wax with portholes, 
through which the bees might go to 
and fro, but not large enough to admit 
the winged 
combatant, called the 


Sphinx Atropos. 


Do yon know that the swarming of 


the bees is divinely directed? 
The 


mother bee starts for a new home, and 
because of this the other bees of the 
hive get into au excitement which 
raises the heat of tlo hive some four 
degrees, and they must die unless they 
leave their heated apartments and fol- 
low the'mother bee aud alight ou the 
branch of u, tree, and cling to each 
other and hold on until a committee of 
two or three bees have explored the 
region and found the hollow of u tree 
or rock not far off from a stream of 
water, and they here set up a new col- 
ony, and ply their aromatic industries, 
and give themselves to tho manufac- 
ture of the nMfchuriue edible. Hut 
who can tell the chemistry of that 
mixture of sweetness, part of it the 
very life of the bee, and part of it the 
life of the fields? 


Plenty of this luscious product was 


hangiufr in the woods of Bethaveu 
during the time of Maul and Jonathan. 
Their army was in pursuit of an enemy 
that by God's command must be exter- 
minated, 
The soldiery were positively 


forbidden to cat anything until the 
work was done. If they disobeyed 
they were accursed. Coming through 
the woods they found a place where 
the bees had been bnsy—a great honey 
manufactory. Honey gathered in the 
hollow of the trees until it overflowed 
upon the ground in great profusion of 
sweetness. Ail the army obeyed ordeto 
and touched it not save Jonathan, and 
he., not knowing the military order 
about abstinence, dipped the end ot a 
stick he had in his hand into the can- 
died liquid, and, aa yellow and tempt- 
ing it glowed on the end of the slick, 
he put it to his mouth and ate the 
honey. Judgment fell upon him, and 
but for special intervention he would 
have been slain. In my teat Jonathan 
announces his awful mistake: "1 did 
but taste u. little honey with the end of 
the rod that was in my hand, and, lo, I 
must die." 
Alas, what multitudes of 


people in all ages have been damaged 
by forbidden honey, by which I mean 
temptation, delicious and attractive, 
but damaging and destructive! 


Corrupt literature, fascinating

Where one good, honest, healthful 
book is read now, there is a hundred 
made up of rhetorical trash consumed 
with avidity. When the boys on the 
cars come through with a pile of publi- 
cations, look over the titles and notice 
that nine out of ten of the books are 
injurious. All the way from here to 
Chicago or New Orleans notice that ob- 
jectionable books dominate. Taste for 
pure literature is poisoned by this scum 
of the publishing house. Every book 
in which sin triumphs over virtue, .or 
in which a glamour is thrown over dis- 
sipation, or which leaves you at its 
last line with less respect for the 
marriage institution and less abhor- 
rence for the paramour, is u depression 
of your own moral character. The 
bookbindery may be attractive, and 
the plot dramatic and startling, and 
the style of writing sweet as the 
honey tbiit Jonathan took np with his 
rod. but your best interests forbid it 
yuor moral safety forbids it, your God 
• forbids it, and one taste of it may lead 
to such results that you may have to 
nay in the close of the experiment, or 
ut the close of a alisimprored life: 
"I 


did but taste a little honey with the 
rod that was in my hand, and lot I 
must die."

Stimulating liquids also come into 


the category of te.tuptutiou delicious 
but deathful. 
You say: "1 cau not 


bear the taste uf intoxicating liquor, 
and how any mun can like it is Lo me 
uu ama/eincat." Well, then, it is no 
credit to you that you do not take it, 
Do not brag about your total absti- 
nence, because it is not from any uriu- 
ciple that you reject alcoholism, but 
for the reason that you reject certain 
style* of food—you simply don't like 
the taste of them. But multitudes of 
people have a natural fondness fur all 
kinds of intoxicants. They like it so 
much that il makes them suiack their 
lips to lools at It. They arc dyspeptic 
aud they liUe to aid digestion; or they 
are annoyed by iusomuia, and they 
take it to produce sleep; or they are 
troubled, aud they Uiku it to make 
them oblivious; or they feel happy, and 
they must celebrate- their Hilarity. 
They begiu with mint julep sucked 
through 
two straws uli tut Long 


Hraucli piazza aud bull iu the ditch, 
taking from a jug a liquid half kero- 
sene and. half whisky. Tliuy not ouly 
Uke it, but it U an ull-cousiiuiiuy pas- 
sion of body, uiiud and soul, and after 
awhile have it they will, thongli ouc 
wiuegla&a of it should cost the tem- 
poral and ctcrnai destruction of them- 
selves, and alt their families, and the 
whole 1mman race.

Men and 
women without numbers slain of ruin, 
but unbnried, and thus evil is peeking 
at their glazed eyes, and pecking at 
their bloated cheek, and pecking at 
their destroyed manhood and woman- 
hood, thrusting beak and claw into 
the mortal remains of what was once 
gloriously alive, but now morally 
dead. -Old Crow!" But alas! how 
many take DO warning! They make 
me think of Caesar on his way to as- 
sassination, fearing nothing; though 
hi* slatne in the hall crashed iuto 
fragments at his feet, and a scroll con- 
taining the names of the conspirators 
was thrust into his hands, yet walkin 
right on to meet the dagger that was 
to tak* his life.

rase. 


The instances of inebriety, uncon- 


nected with club habits, are, of course, 
very numerous. The following facts, 
however, are worthy of notice. 1'rior 
to the age. of 17 serious intellectual 
strain is liable to be Injurious to boys. 
The development cf the reproductive 
functions quite frequently unbalances 
the nervous system, and, strange as it 
may seem, excessive mental capacity 
in some one direction often makes its 
appearance. 
Self-control is wanting 


and Irregular habits are. formed. The 
stomach becomes irritable and indiges- 
tion becomes almost chronic. This con- 
dition is well known, not only to phy- 
sicians, but to every man who looks 
around him. What happens next? As 
alcohol seems to give relief, alcohol is 
taken, and the young gentleman argues 
that it cures his dyspepsia and "keeps 
him strong."

alcoholic stimulant is

sumed every day. "How do you do?" is 
to this man very closely allied to "come 
and takea drink." lione talks-with him 
upon the subject of inebriety he gen- 
erally argues that although drinking if 
a bad habit total abstinence makes him 
"nervous." The inebriate himself be- 
lieves that he is capable of refraining 
from the use of alcphol whenever he 
chooses, and the public snares his belief, 
which is to some extent due to the fact 
that alcoholic disease exists in the 
stomach a long time before any very 
acute symptoms arise. 
Nevertheless. 


the young inebriate, who usually called 
himself "a moderate drinker," seldom 
denies that there arc occasions upon 
which he gets- what he calls "full," a 
term which is destitute of scientific ac- 
curacy. 


The character of the treatment de- 


manded by the alcoholic condition of 
necessity depends upon the general 
health of the patient, but there are. ol 
coursi', some principles which arc ap- 
plicable to almost every case. As the

Years 
ago farmers, as soon as they began to 
think at all abont tbe manurinl needs of 
the soil, jumped at once to the conclu- 
sion ibat the one thing Decenary to be 
done was to get a chemist to analyze 
their soil for them and Ml them what 
it needed.

of collie ol the elements than any of tin 
ready madr fertilizers snpply. Hence 
we find fctrnif rs all over the conntry, 
particularly in stctioiia devuted to the 
culture of market vegi tables and tobac- 
co, mixing their own fertilizers, ami 
tLua making sure that they have what 
they nn rl. They have 1> arm d, too, that 
whili a crnp may nei d pot-isli j,artic- 
nlarly th°y cannot < ipirt the potash to 
liaie the cit'airwl effect if there H a dc- 
licieucy i f nitrogen and prosphoric aeiil 
cith-r in the soil cr in the fertilizer 
used, ami that to get the best results 
from the use i.f any one of tbe forms iif 
plant food there, must be cither iu the 
soil or supplied to it artificially it iltic 
pi rct'iitag'- of tbe other ( k-mcuts. Tlicj 
Imve learned that while a plant like to- 
bacco iii-t-iLs a largo percentage of potash 
in a ft-rtili/tr if xvautsi it in tlie, form of 
a sulphate, and they look particularly 
into the form of the potash iu a miicd 
fertilizer^ And this general diffusion of 
intelligence in regard to fertilizers and 
their action in plant life is due to tbe in- 
stitutes more than to any other agency.

price in the spring. The total crop of 
the conntry is small. In ordinary years 
farmers' do not ship large qn.intities of
